Tfird's youn^ orators won the competitive 
debate wirh Princeton last night, and the 
Ci-lmson's long record of oratorical tri- 
umphs remains unbroken. It was an nble 
debate, and, as the judges said, in reuder- 
ing their ilcoislon, it reflected great creilii 
on both sides. 


Where Harvard wan wag through theii 


more perfect acquaintance with both sides 
of the question and their facility in pick- 
intr to pieces the points made by the visi- 
tor*, while the Princeton speakers seeinod 
to rely chiefly on their sec speeches, and 
did not succeed so well In refuting tha 
arguments of their opponents. 


Fletcher Dobyns carried off the pabn 


lor Harvard, by his clear statements and 
clenn 
cut 
delivery, while Toungman 


proved the most eloquent speaker. .T. P. 
Warren, although having been sick all the 
wec-k, presented an able argmnenCT-the 
best In substance on the Harvard side.. 


For Princeton, McKlroy was fur and 


away the best speaker. His diction WHS 
cleur and easy, and he drove home his 
points with force and eloquence. Loec- 
echer, too, spoke ably. 


At the close of the debate the judges, 


Professor Arthur T. Hadley of Yale, Hon. 
George Fred Williams and Professor. 
Richard Mayo Smith of Columbia, an- 
nouuced. that after some hesitancy they 
had accorded the debate to Harvard. 
The 


verdict was received with tumultuous ap- 
plause, and three hearty cheers were given 
for the victors. 


The question vsas: 
"Resolved, That 


con cress should take immediate steps to- 
walxl the complete retirement of all the 
legal tender notes." Each' speaker was al- 
lowed 12 minutes far his first speech, and 
for closing.the debate each was given fl.ve 
minutes more. Harvard had the nega- 
tive. 


El-Governor W. E. Russell presided, 


and, after a bright and puufreut opening 
speech, he Introduced the first speaker, 
Herbert Ure, '96, of Princeton, who opened 
the debate for the afflrirmtlve. 


• "'' The 
Debated 


He opened with a brief summary of. tha 


history of the.legol. reri"tler-notes,.followei 
by an explanation of the present financial 
situation. He then proceeded to prove ilia 
government's inability to properly assume 
banting functions. An examination of 
these functions shows: First, that issue 
is such a fuuctiou and is dependent on 
discount and deposit; second, to insure au 
adequate.reserve fund, easily convertible 
and definitely calculable, assets are neces- 
sary; third, for btiukiug functions to ba 
successful, the credit'issuss must possess 
elasticity, as in.tho national bank system. 


"From these three considerations," ha 


continued, "tho affirmative holds thut 
legal tender notes'are .unfit for use. as u 
means of credit Issue, for in the first place 
the treasury has no deposit system; sec- 
ondly, its assets are not convertible or 
definitely calculable, and hence do no; 
constitute an adequate reserve fund; 
thirdly, its oredit issue la Inelastic, since 
thojjmouut" cannot be speedily adjusted 
to the country's needs, and congress ia un- 
fit to carry on such a business. Further- 
more, historical evidence shows that die 
keeping of these notes in circulation Is 
a violation of the government's original 
Intention concerning them." 


Harvard's Opening. 


W. S. Youngman of the Harvard law 


school made the opening speech In tho 
negative. He said In substance: 
"Wo 


stand for sound, money, bat favor secur- 
ing the most economical currency pos- 
sible and yet retain perfect assurance of 
safety.- Since the resumption'of apecio 
payments the United States notes havo 
always been unquestionably at par with 
gold. 


"From Jan. 1, 1379, to July, 1890, our 


$346,000,000 legal tenders gave tbe treasury 
no more trouble than they would have 
done had they been all gold certificates, 
nnd during that time only 133,000,000 of 
them were redeemed. During the same 
period; 1160,000,000 in gold WBS presented 
at tlip treasury to cover the. withdrawal of 
legal tenders. We admit there are defects 
In our present financial system, and arc 
emphatically for reform. 


"We maintain, however, that such an 


Indiscriminate remedy .as the retirement 
of all the legal tenders would only plunge 
our country's finances into new and 
greater'embarrassments. 
None of the 


presunt evils is Inherent in the legal 
tenders themselves. The history of the 
recent troubles contains not a single fact 
which can weaken the fundamental eco- 
nomic principle that the 
government 


should supply the country's minimum or 
paper money." 


The speaker then went into a minute 


analysts of the causes of recent financial 
troubles, nnd argued that the chief reason 
for-them was the fear, that the silver 
purchasing act of 1890 "would depreciate 
the silver standard. This resulted .In a 
general unloading of American seanritles 
T>y foreign Investors and-tha . withdrawal 
of gold-from the country,

fard,.Eold iu substance: "My colleague 
jK>Int«d'out that we of the negative stand 
:or the maintenance of a limited volume 
of government uotai always convertible 
intaftql'd, and he showed that we have the 
sanction of the highest authorities, and 
can point'to the flatly experience of dire* 
of the soundific financial systems .In tbe 
world. .Ha then- showed that the gentle- 
inen.of.- the affirmative .propose an Indli-' 
criminate treatment for oar financial ilia 
that do not square with the system. . 


"The fncti th'at he quotes point unmis- 


takably to the . simple change that Is 
necessary to render the retention of a lim- 
ited, quantity of convertible government 
notes not only safe but possibly advan- 
tageous. This plnn is to establish flu ade- 
quate gold reserve; to separate the rev- 
enue department from the issue depart- 
ment, and to withhold the redeemed legal 
tender from reissue ezcept in exchange 
for gold. This reform will restore the 
convertible legnl tender permanently to 
the conditions that they eujoyoil by acci- 
dent between 1879 and 1690. As soon as 
we grusp clear,}- The idea that convertible 
lepral tenders nre jnst like specie, we see 
thut the arguments aealnst them are de- 
prived of their effects." 


In closing, he asked his opponents to 


find some flaw In the workings of the pro- 
posed system, Or to show some way In 
which the convertible legal tenders differ 
from specie, except that they are more 
oonvenleut, and closed by saying '.hot uu- 
.less.this is done it cannot; be proved that 
all the legal lender notes should be re- 
tired.

, ;Mr. Dobyns'also argued time c'liu lej;al 
tcuder system possesses great positive ad- 
vantages thac demand Its retention, and, 
finally, that the 'principal objection urged 
apainsi it is without foundation. Amoug 
the advantages of the system, the speaker 
cited the fact that in constitutes a great 
saving to the people and serves to relieve

Hut-Turd's Opening. 


W. S. Youngman of tho Harvard law

* LOSDOX, March 14.—The announcement 
thac the Egyptian troops would advance 
up the Nile forthwith to occupy Dongola 
la officially confirmed by the foreign office.
